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The microcontroller translates between 
input output (I/O) signals of the peripheral 
device logic of the peripheral device and 
serial bus signals wherein the serial bus 
signals may be fewer in number than the 
I/O sionals. 
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The isolator electronically isolating the bus 
signals to generate isolated bus signals. 
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Circuitry is used to interface the isolated 

bus signals over the serial bus to 
optically isolate the peripheral device 
logic from the serial bus. 
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
